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While road transport in this and other 
countries has made rapid strides in the 
last eight or ten years, the same cannot 
be said of the construction of our high- 
ways or the attempts made to meet the 
demands of the fast moving traffic of to- 
day. No doubt, the surfacing of the main 
roads 'of the country has been improved 
immensely, narrow stretches widened,’ and 
many bad and dangerous corners removed ; 
but, with the exception of one county in 
the Free State, all the road authorities 
still insist on cambering our roads, ana 
corners to a far greater extent than is 
necessary. These roadways,.sloping from 
the centre to the side walk at an angle, 
in some cases, of fifteen or more degrees, 
especially at bends, corners and sharp 
turns, not ohly waste a big area of ‘road 
space which ought to be appropriated by 
road users, but create conditions which 
lead to accidents which, with proper up- 
to-date road building, cquid, to a very 
great extent, be prevented. 


WHEN CAMBERING WAS NECESSARY. 


In the bygone days oí tfie water-bound 
macadam roads, a cambered surface with a 
fall of anything up to twelve inches was 
necessary to carry the rain off the roads 
to the gulley or channel ways at either 
side. To-day, with a waterproof binding 
such as tar, bitumen or similar prepara- 
tions, a camber or slope of two to three 
inches in an eighteen foot roadway is 
quite sufficient to take the water to the 
sides and give the necessary grip to motor 
vehicles travelling at a fast rate. 

A heavily cambered road has the effect 
of driving the motorist to the right centre 
of the road in order that he may avoid 
driving his car at a dangerous angle and 
shifting the centre of gravity of his car to 
his near side. Driving on a road of this 
character not only means considerable dis- 
comfort to the driver-and those in the car 
and extra wear of his near-side pair of 
tyres, bat difficult and tricky steering. 
The result is considerable waste of road 
space, the near side of the roadway, owing 
to its slope, being used only when two cars 
are proceeding abreast or one car passing 
another. There are, unfortunately, some 
motorists who refuse to give way to 
following traffic, and the consequente is 
that those following must‘either wait the 
pleasure of the selfish drivers or cut out 
into the road of oncoming traffic. 

Reducing the cambers of the highways 
to two or three inches will make every 
square yard of the road equally easy and 
pleasant to drive on, and the dangerous 
practice of drivers closely hugging the 
right centre of the road will give way to 
an intelligent user of the road and the 
consequent ease of traffic. 


CAMBERED CORNERS. 


Cambered surfaces at. corners and bends 
are a very fruitful cause of accident, and 
our illustration, taken on the How th road, 
near Killester village, indicates in some 
measure the danger that attaches to 


driving even at comparatively slow speeds 
around corners of cambered roads. The 
car at the right-hand side is in its ‘proper 
position cornering, and its fairly stiff 
angle is noticeable. - The car at the left- 
hand side is coming from the direction of 
Howth towards the city; and, to avoid the 
dip in the roadway, it has cut the corner, 
being within eight feet of the footway at 
its wrong side. Though the driver of this 
car is altogether in” the wrong, he is 
following the general practice of motorists 
so as to avoid transferring the centre of 
gravity of-a loaded car to his near side. 
Super-imposed or banked-up corners 
have silicon. Bi a remedy for corners so con- 
structed. They: have adopted ‘this. well- 
established practice in Brooklands and 
every other track of any importance. To 
so treat existing corners would not entail 
a very. heayy expense, and motorists who 
now pay for the upkeep. and construction 
of the highways are surely deserving of 
consideration in this matter. So far onlv 
one County Surveyor, Mr. Murphy, of 
Cork, has made bold to introduce this 
feature into his scheme of road-making. 
and the road which he has so treated, that 
from Cork to Mallow, is one of the‘safest 
and fastest highways in the State. His 
is an example that may be usefully followed 
by other road engineers in the Free State. 


NEGOTIATING | HILLS. 


Novices frequently meet with the diffi- 
culty of the engine stalling when the car 
is climbing a steep incline. When this 
happens leave the clutch in and apply all 
the brakes with as little delay as possible. 
It is most unlikely that the car will then 
run back; but cars the brakes of which 
are deficient have been known to do so. 
In such a case the car should be brought 
close to the bank, kerb, wall or hedge on 
the side of the road nearest to which the 
car stops And backed against it at 
an acute angle. To re-start, first place 
chocks of some kind behind the rear wheels 
and then start the engine. Engage the 
first gear, at the same ‘time accelerati 
the engine as the clutch is being let in, 
releasing the brakes at the same time. 


OILING AN ENGINE. 


Beyond adding lubricant to keep, the oil 
up to the correct level in the engine, few 
owners take little interest in this very 
important contribution to the long and 
good service of their cars. The proper 
method of checking the oil level is by 
means of the dip-rod or float- operated 
gauge, after the car has been at a stand- 
still on level ground for a few minutes 
after a.run. The gauze or strainer of the 
oil-filling ope should never be removed—it 
is frequently done in order to get the job 
finished in the least time possible—because 
this strainer prévents foreign matter 
getting into the engine. The oil employed 
should be of a standard brand, and, if 
one uses the oils recommended by the 
makers oí the car, he will do wisely. An 
unsuitable oil is not always cheaper than 


that which is recommended, the maker’s, 


recommendation being .based on the. most 
careful tests of vicosity and- the 
temperature at which the engine ni “mally 
operates. 

Periodic draining and refilling of the 
sump is necessary, not because of any loss 
of oil, but owin 
getting into it. Water, a product of com- 
bustion, may get past thei pistons of a 
cold engine, as, may also some liquid 
petrol. Grit is drawn in through the 
carburetter and particles of carbon will in 
time mix with the oil, all of which. reduces 
its value as a lubricant. The wise owner 
who desires to get the utmost service from 
his car will drain the oil from the sump 
and replace it every 2,500 or 5,000 miles. 
If the engine be drained when hot it will 
be very thin, and there will be no 
necessity of flushing the sump win 
paraffin oil, to do which nowadays. i 
considered a very, bad Em. Before 
refilling the filters should. be cleaned. in 
petrol. 


SQUEAKS AND RATTLES. 


There are few things more-irritating to 
the driver than squeaks and rattles in his | 
car, the causes of which are frequently 
very elusive; but, if a little trouble be 
taken in tracing the offending part, it will 
cut out a considerable discomfort in 
driving. The best plan to find the cause 
is to secure an assistant who can put his 
ear near to the suspected parts while the 
squeak is making itself. heard. - Another 
well-tried way is to coast the car down an 
incline with the engine stopped, which 
indicates whether the engine is the un- 
ruly section. If the noise continues 
during the coast the assistant can get 
about the car either where the engine is 
ticking over or stopped, and discover the 
squeaks. 

Sometimes these squeaks do not make 
themselves heard except when the car is 
going at a good speed. In that case, when 
the helper cannot with safety occupy 4 
position near the bonnet, the method of 
procedure is to get the car in the yard or 
garage and jump heavily on either 
running board and the floor of the car, 
when the noise will generally be repro- 
duced and can be located.

Fh hs book that treats of King Louis 
XI. of France hardly can fail to be 
interesting. If, therefore, we confine our- 
selves merely to saying that M. 
Vhampion’s book is interesting, we easily 
may be guilty of an. injustice. M. 
Champion has done much more than given 
us an interesting book: he has published 
a work which combines in it the art of 
the novelist and the scientific carefulness 
of the historian. Indeed, his admission, 
in the preface to the second French 
edition, makes quite clear for us what 
might otherwise have had to be a matter of 

rk on our part: “ It is true that 
this book is written with passion, because 
the writer has been passionately interested 
in it. But his one object has been to 
find out truth and to express it in the 
simplest terms.” Now we know why we 
found the perusal of it so engrossing and 
so delightful ; and M. Champion has been 
equally fortunate in his translator and 
adapter. For his work, in its English 
dress, loses nothing of its value, and, per- 
haps, even gains somewhat in its power of 
seizing one’s attention. 

Who has not had his imagination 
kindled by the picture of King Louis, 
which Sir Walter Scott presents in 
“Quentin Durward’’? With what an 
astute, unloving, unlovable character the 
great novelist endows him! We do not 
find that M. Champion makes him a 
lovable ‘man or a noble monarch; but the 
author corrects many erroneous notions 
and renders: incredible many of the. tales 
which have circulated for centuries about 
the personal “actions and habits, the 

litical motives and ambitions, of Louis 

I. of France. 

Like M. Duclos, an English version of 
whose work was published in Dublin in 
1746, the present writer is under the 
necessity of making a detailed investiga- 
tion into the various opinions expressed 
concerning this king and his times. Like 
Duclos; he ‘values the memoirs of Philippe 
de» Commynes; like Duclos again, he 

receives the faults and deficiencies of the 
sind of man Louis was, and yet is able to 

ise the high qualities of his king- 
ship. Unlike Duclos, however, whose 
historical Gandour gave offence to the 
French Church and State of his day, 
whereby an urgent prohibition of the work 
was issued, M. Champion will meet with 
nothing save appreciation for the care 
which he has bestowed upon the accuracy 
of his book and admiration for the manner 
in which he has delivered his narrative.

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IL-THE ARAB MOVEMENT. 
BALFOUR DECLARATION. 
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(By CULLEN TYNAN) 


EE ple foresaw that the shot 
eat ca a certain June afternoon 
in Sarajevo was to: turn Europe into a 
huge charnel-house. None foresaw the 
immense consequences which, in the Near 
East, followed and are still to iollow that 
act 


Palestine, in the summer of 1914, was 
to all appearances a forgotten country. 
Except in the eyes of the religious world, 
except in the minds of hali-a-dozen states- 
men, and except in the ever-present 
thoughts of the exiled Hebrews, the 
country had been Yelegated to an un- 
enviab and. unimportant —.position 
amongst the nations of the world. 
Dominated by the Turks for almost five 
centuries, pillaged and ravaged by hordes 
of invaders before that, it was virtually 
a country where Time had stood still. 

The inhabitants were still living in the 
conditions that prevailed in the time of 
Abraham. A nation of husbandmen, they 
had, for the most part, no settled home. 
Compelled by lack of water to wander 
from place to place, so that their flocks 
might browse upon the sparsely-scattered 
patches of dry grass on hillside and in 
valley, their lives were spent in the open, 
and they themselves were almost entirely 
illiterate. Even where there were settled 
communities throughout the country, age- 
old customs survived. 

In the villages the people still tilled 
their stony patch of ground with a wooden 
ploughshare and pounded the meagre crop 
of grain by hand between two flat stones. 
There was still the same struggle for 
existence, the same losing fight against 
sandstorms and sickness and the border 
raiders. With the exception of Jerusalem, 
the more important towns—less than half- 
a dozen in all—were. simply places where 
it was possible to worship and to make 
small purchases in the bazaar or in the 
markets. There were no industries, and, 
except for the tourist traffic, virtually no 
commercial life. The only portions of the 
country -which showed any apparent sign 
of progress were the widely-separated 
and tiny hamlets occupied by the Jews 
who had been admitted to the country 
from Europe and elsewhere towards the 
end of the nineteenth century. 


A NATION IN BONDAGE. 


These settlers—vastly outnumbered by 
the Arab and Syrian element, both 
Christian and Moslem—formed only a 
very small proportion of the population, 
which also included Circassians, Bosnians, 
Magharbah, Druses, and other sects and 
tribes, of which the Samaritans—the last 
representatives of the ancient House of 
Israel living in the country continuously 
—were an almost extinct race, numbering 
in all less than two hundred souls. 

A nation in bondage, composed of 
representatives of many races, divided in 
outlook, religion and character, Palestine 
in 1914 was, nevertheless, united on one 
point. Turkish oppression, heavy taxa- 
tion and the impoverished state of the 
people had helped to develop national 
tendencies to such an extent that the 
whole country, and the countries 
bordering on it, became violently anti- 
Turkish in thought and outlook. 

A few years previously a movement, 
which has since come to be known as the 
Arab Movement, had begun. It was not 
confined to Palestine alone, but influenced 
the whole of the Arabian peninsula, and 
made itself felt as far north as 
Kurdistan, and as far east as Persia. 

The Young Turk Revolution of 1908. 
and the subsequent disruption of 
relations between the Arabs and Turks 
in Syria and Arabia, helped to. develop 
this anti-Turkish feeling, so that when 
the war clonds burst upon Europe 
six years later, the antagonism against 
the Ottoman Empire was general and 
widespread. Finally, the entry of Turkey 
into the war gave the last needed impetus 
to the Arab Renaissance. At the out- 
break of hostilities the Turks, prompted 
by Germany, made every attempt to incite 
the Moslem world to declare a Holy War 
on the Christians. To counteract the 
possible consequences of these efforts, the 
Allies, seeing in the Arab Movement an 
instrument, and knowing that their own 
aims could only be aided by the friend- 
ship and help of the Arabs, evolved a 
plan which, designed to further the 
Allied cause, embraced also the fulfilment 
of the Arab aspirations. 


THE ARAB REVOLT. 


It was realised at the outset that the 
success of this scheme—which was not 
to increase the fighting strength of the 
Allied forces so much as to cause dis- 
affection amongst the Arab ranks in the 
Turkish Army—depended solely on the 
attitude of the Moslem world. To secure 
the necessary co-operation, the British 
authorities in Egypt entered into corre- 
spondence with Hussein, Sherif of Mecca, 
and a member of a kingly family, who, 
while not actually the religious head of 
the Mohammedan faith, held within his 
domain all that was sacred in the world 
of Islam. : 

Hussein át first was suspicious and 
not a: afraid. The Turks were his 
masters, bodies of troops were quartered 
throughout his kingdom, and he was not 
at all certain as to whether the Allies, 
with their sanguine proposals, were 
really going to win the war.

LAWRENCE OF ARABIA. 


Faisal and his men, led by Colonel 
Lawrence, saw to it that the Turkish 
soldiery got no rest. Travelling by night 
with local guides; who knew every inch 
of the ground, they descended each dawn 
on a different point of the railway-line, 
blew up a section and galloped away into 
the desert. Oceasionally they varied. their 
tactics by mining a culvert, waiting for, 
and then blowing up, a troop-train, or 
attacked posts garrisoned by the railway 
troops. - By these pin-pricking and 
irritating tactics they kept a considerable 
army away from the western theatre of 
war, 

Meanwhile, in Palestine, the Bfitish 
Army under Allenby was © advancing 
rapidly northwards. The Allied cause 
in Europe was, however not progressing 
so favourably. In Russia the army had 
collapsed, and there was evidence that the 


morale of the other Allied armies was 


none too good. There was a Glear need 
for some stupendous effort, some world 
gesture which would awaken to action the 
available, but defeated, soldiery of 
Russia and Poland, and, at the same 
time, cause disruption among the armies 
of the Central Powers. 

Throughout the world at the time, there 
were some fifteen millions of Jews, and 
of these a large proportion were serving, 
or had actually served, in the belligerent 
armies, while the remainder, exiled in 
neutral countries, formed an untapped 
and potential source of strength or 
weakness to the Allied cause. 

Whether or not it was this factor, or 
the fact that Britain was still, as at the 
beginning of the century, intent on 
helping the Jews to attain their age-old 
dream, is a question that will never be 
answered. The moment was propitious. 
The Zionist leaders had already (October, 
1916) submitted to the British Govern- 
ment a programme for the resettlement 
of Jews in Palestine “in accordance with 
the aspirations of the Zionist movement,” 
and, in the following July, a formula 
for the proposed declaration was 
presented, but, after discussion, . was 
substituted by an alternative proposal 
drafted by the Government itself. 


THE JEWISH NATIONAL HOME. 


On November 2nd, 1917, five weeks 
before Jerusalem fell before the onslaught 
of a combined force of English, Irish, 
Scotch and Australian troops, this 
proposal, in the form of a statement of 
British policy, was made public. 


Tue Eart or BALFOUR, 


Now known as the Balfour Declaration, 
it stated that “His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment view with favour the establishment 
in Palestine of a National Home for the 
Jewish people, and will use their best 
endeavours to facilitate the achievement 
of this object, it being clearly understood 
that nothing shall be “done which may 
prejudice the civil and religious rights 
of existing non-Jewish communities in 
Palestine, or the rights and political 
status enjoyed by Jews in any other 
country.” 

The immediate effect of the publica- 
tion of this document was hardly notice- 
able in Europe. It is true that two 
battalions of Jews were added to the 
British Army, and that these units pro- 
ceeded at once to Palestine to share in the 
fighting. (Shown in the Army List under 
the title of the 38th and 39th Royal 
Fusiliers, they promptly became known 
throughout the forces as the '' Royal 
Jewsiliers,’’ a name bestowed, in all good 
humour, by their Christian, but un- 
christianlike comrades of other units). 

The effect which the Balfour Declara- 
tion produced in\the Near East was, how- 
ever, entirely different. The British 
successes, and the gradual breaking up 
of the Turkish Empire, had, through- 
out the campaign, been watched by 
the Moslem world with eager and 
anxious eyes. Victory for the Allied 
cause meant the overthrow of the 
Turkish yoke, and implied, as a reward 
for the part the Arabs had played in the 
war, freedom, full possession of their 
own lands, and the establishment of a 
Confederation of Arab - Nations. 


THE SYKES-PICOT AGREEMENT. 


The Balfour Declaration, giving as it 


| did a foothold in Palestine to another 


race of people, promised none of these 
things. Disappointed as they were, how- 
ever, the Arabs were not prepared for a 
second and greater disappointment. 
Sedrcely had the text of the Balfour 
Declaration been made public before the 
particulars of a secret pact, effected a 
year previously between France and Eng- 
land, was revealed by the Bolshevist 
espionage system. The authors of this pact 
were Sir Mark Sykes, the. orientalist and 
trav@ler, and M. Francois Picot, some- 
time French Consul at Damascus. 
Acting on behalf of their respective 
governments, they formulated, in May, 
1916, an agreement by. which, in the.event 
of the Allies winning the war, Palestine 


Vilayet, and certain territories in Arabia, 
were to come under the jurisdiction of 
Britain and France. 

The text of this secret arrangement— 
now known as the Sykes-Picot Agreement 
—referred to the future Palestine as “an 
international (brown). one of administra- 
tion, whose form shall be decided after

A boating Sits for children has just 
been completed in one park as part of a 
scheme for providing work for the unem- 
ployed, and sand-pits for the youngsters 
are being provided as quickly as possible. 
In Dublin it may not possible to 
imitate all Mr. Lansbury’s schemes, but 
we could, at least, have bathing pools more 
plentifully supplied, and we could have en 
our existing ponds those little paddle- 
boats, in which English children find so 
much pleasure. Not nearly enough is 
done here to provide places where children 
may play. and our Public Works Board 
might assist. 


A Dodder Park. 


The stretch of the River Dodder from 
the Dartry Dye Works, or even lower 
down, from Milltown Bridge, to Orwell 
Bridge, it seems to me, would provide an 
excellent centre for a public park. 
walked along by the banks of the river 
some days ago, when the sun was at its 
warmest, and, truly, the place was a little 
haven of quiet and beauty. On either side 
of the banks stretches, not alone wide 
footpaths, but also bordering them, 
expanses of green fields. What a boon it 
would be to residents of the locality, 
particularly about the Milltown and 
Churchtown districts, were this place 
transformed into a park. Especially so 
when it is considered thet there are no 
parks in the vicinity. Already the grassy 
borders of the river are being popularised 
by many people, but there is great danger 
to the young people, as no protection is 
afforded at the banks of the river, and it 
would be quite an easy matter to lose one’s 
foothold when venturing too near.

Intelligence Tests. 


My note on “Intelligence Tests’’ has 
induced a reader to send me a catchy 
problem which was set to the boys of an 
English grammar school on the eve of 
their vacation.

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| Origin of “'Tram,” 


i; I read in a newspaper to-day that the 
term “‘’tram”’ derived its ignation 
from Mr. Outram, an American, who 
installed the original street car service at 
Birkenhead. 

It is true that the first street system of 
public conveyance on rails in d 
was i in that city some years 
after its inception in New York. Mr. 
Outram, however, did not instal the 
Birkenhead service; nor was he an 
American. The term ‘‘’tram-way”’— 
abbreviation of ‘‘Outram-way’’ — had 
been applied to vehicles running on 
flanged wheels and rails, long ‘ere the 
device was adapted to passenger carriages. 

Outram, after many experiments, 

rfected this method of transport, which 
erived its name from him—the inventor. 
Mr. Benjamin Outram was a Briton, 
and he lived at Butterly Hall, near Mel- 
bourne, in Derbyshire. He was the father 
of Sir James Outram, the distinguished 
soldier of Indian, Army fame—but that is 
another story. 

The prosperous market-gardening dis- 
trict of Melbourne is also famed as the 
birthplace of another pioneer of passenger 
transport, but on a much bigger scale— 
Mr. Thomas Cook, founder of the world- 
wide travel agency.

“he Glencree Valley. 


The ee of the Glencree 
Valley, in the Dublin Mountains, is now 
a wild and bleak country, with only a few 
stunted trees where once stood a great 
forest. Remains of the ancient oak trees 
are still discovered in the bogs near Lough 
Bray, but once this whole region was a 
royal preserve, and the wardens had their 
work cut out for them to prevent 
poaching. In 1201, as exalted a personage 
as the Abbot of St. Mary’s Abbey was 
charged with hunting in the forest with 
dogs and instruments of the chase. From 
here Queen Eleanor, wife of Edward I., 
obtained timber for building her castle at 
Haverford. But suddenly all records of 
the royal park cease, and it is presumed 
that it and its game were demolished by 
the Irish tribes living in the mountains 
about. Certain it is that these great 
tracts of forest were considered later us 
“nurseries of rebellion,” and by the 
establishment of iron works in their 
vicinity, the surest method of bringing 
about their destruction was adopted. 


Sir Richard Steele. 


One of the greatest Anglo-Irish writers 
of the eighteenth century will be reimem- 
bered on September’ lst; for on that day 
two hundred years ago Sir Richard Steele 
died at Carmarthen. He was born in 
Dublin on the 12th March, 1672, the son 
of an attorney. After his father’s death 
“weaaamei be had the geod 
ica Ííortune to be com- 

e mended by his 
ma maternal uncle, 

@ Henry Gascoigne, to 

the care of the Duke 
of Ormond, who had 
him educated at the 
Charterhouse in Lon- 
don. It was at the 
Charterhouse that he 
met Addison and 
formed that lifelong 
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Mee SE sulted in the bril- 
Ste R. Sree. liant collaboration of 
The Tatler and The 
Spectator. He wrote plays, only one of 
which, ‘‘ The Liar,”’ 
nowadays, but he built his fame on his 
essays, and, with Addison, established 
the high prestige of English journalism. 

As a politician, Steele was a Whig of 
somewhat extreme sympathies; for the 
violence of his language got him expelled 
from Parliainent, and he sacrificed valu- 
able preferment for his party allegiance. 
After the suppression of “the 15,” he 
went to Scotland to serve in the partition- 
ing-out of forfeited estates. At one time 
he held a patent for bringing salmon 
alive from Ireland to London. The por- 
trait which I give is from the painting by 
Sir Godfrey Kneller. 


From Politics to Coal Selling. 


I see it announced that Sir Alfred Cope 
is again in Canada studying the market 
there with a view to increasing the export 
of Welsh anthracite to that country. At 
present most of the anthracite used in 
Canada comes from the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, U.S.A., and the agitation in 
Canada against the new American tariff 
makes the moment very opportune for a 
further effort to have Welsh coal 
substituted. 

Sir Alfred Cope will be remembered as 
Assistant Under-Secretary in Dublin 
Castle during some of the most troubled 
years of that much-troubled building and 
institution. He ‘remained in office 
practically until the end, and his 
Memoirs may one day make piquant 
reading, should he care to commit them 
to paper. He knew everyone on both 
Sides, and was on intimate terms with a 
considerable number of people in Dublin. 

When he left Dublin Castle, he also left 
the Civil Service, and joined the staff of 
Mr. Lloyd George’s Coalition Party- 
Headquarters. Later he joined Tord 
Melchett, then Sir Alfred Mond, and it 
was through this association. that be 
entered the coal business as managing- 
director of Amalgamated Anthracite 
Collieries, Ltd., the great selling agency 
for the Welch anthracite output. In this

against their will, and, by the very close- 
ness of their attention, missed his method. 
The first man to suggest the true explana- 
tion never saw a performance, but only 
heard it described, together with a list of 
questions and answers, as they happened. 


Centenarians. 


A correspondent writes:—I see that a 
number of sanguine people in Eng- 
land have started a club, the members 
of which are pledged to do all in 
their power to reach the age of 100 
years. It is not stated exactly how 
they propose to attain this object, but, if 
they follow the example of the majority of 
centenarians who have been interviewed as 
to how they did it, the club members are 
in for a very thin time. It would be hard 
to find a centenarian who did not say that 
he or she never touched alcoholic liquor, 
never sinoked tobacco, and who did not 
hold strong views on the subject of short 
skirts and the ways of the modern young 
woman. I have known one exception; a 
Donegal man I met some years ago who 
lived to be 107. He was then about 100, 
and I found that, although he was usually 
a silent man, he became very communi- 
cative when a bottle of whiskey was pre 
duced. One glass, he asserted, would take 
ten years off him, and, indeed, I think if 
he had been given a free hand at the 
bottle he might have relapsed into infancy. 

Some of the stories about centenarians 
need to be received with caution; I could 
never quite credit the tale from Buda- 
Pesth about the gentleman of 99 years 
who was rescued from the river after 
having attempted suicide and who ex- 
plained his rash act by stating that he was 
no longer able to support his parents. It 
belongs, I fear, to the same category as the 
story about the lady who saw the fragile 
old man sobbing outside his door, and on 
inquiring the reason was told that he was 
weeping because his mother had just been 
beaten by his grandfather! 


Viscount Living in a Stable. 


The announcement that Viscount Loftus 
brought his pretty eighteen years old 
bride, whom he wed last vear, to reside 
permanently. at Ely odge, near 
Enniskillen, does not mean that the lodge 
is at present in existence. As a matter 
of fact, the lodge was taken down in 1872 
by the Marquis of Ely of that time, with 
the intention of building a large and 
grander residence. The project was never 
carried out, as he had no son to succeed 
him. He, in turn, was succeeded by his 
brother, John Henry, an old Portoran. 
and he had no heir, and he was followed 
by his younger brother, the present 
Marquis. The only residence at present 
is the stables, which have been converted 
into a dwelling house, and have been fur- 
nished from the family home in England.

EDUCATIONAL CHANGES. . 


The Northern Ministry of Education bas 
sent a letter to the various borough and 
regional committees asking jor suggestions 
for changes of a non-controversial nature 
in connection with the promised bill to 
amend the Londonderry Education Act. 
It is refreshing to think that anything re- 
lerring to education in the Six Counties 
could be non-controversial, in view of the 
conflicting interests involved and the 
opposition already offered to the suggested 
changes. The Government is pledged to 
make certain alterations, but it is hardly 
likely that oll the demands made by those 
who advocate the complete recognition of 
‘educational and religious interests ” wil] 
be granted, as some contend that this 
would lead to the revival of the old system 
of clerical control. 

No doubt, important concessions will be 
made, but the views of the existing educa- 
tional authorities will have to be con- 
sidered, and it is highly doubtful if the 
new scheme will be passed as a non- 
contentious measure. The matter came 
before the Londonderry Education Com- 
mittee a few days ago, and the Dean of 
Derry, in commenting on the Mimistry's 
letter, said that even the expression ‘‘non- 
controversial ” was in itself highly con- 
troversial, because he did not think they 
could ever agree on what was controversial 
and what was not. He added that he had 
the greatest distrust of bureaucracy in 
every shape and form, and said that he 
thought that if the country went to the 
dogs it would simply be through being 
governed by offices. Interesting develop- 
ments lie ahead. 


NORTHERN FISHING INDUSTRY. 


From time to time” discussions take 
place with regard to the herring fisheries 
in Northern Ireland, and although the 
importance of this industry as a national 
asset is generally admitted, little or 
nothing is done to assist in its develop- 
ment. For this indifference the strange 
argument has been advanced that most of 
the steam drifters engaged in the industry 
belong to cross-Channel firms; but, while 
this may be so, the prosperity of the 
fisheries is certain to benefit the coastal 
districts to a very substantial extent, even 
though the largest proportion of the earn- 
ings goes to England or Scotland. Certain 
improvements are being made at Ard- 
glass, the principal centre of the industry 
in the North, but it is questionable 
whether these will attract larger fleets to 
the little'County Down ‘harbour. 

It is essential that steps should be 
taken by the Government to stimulate the 
fisheries and encourage local enterpr'se, 
as the latest figures show a serious decline 
in the quantity of fish landed on our 
shores. At Ardglass the season’s total 
catches to date weighed 17,871 cwts., 
valued at £11,187, as compared with 
29.205 cwts., worth £19,668 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. A better 
story has to be told of Portavogie, where 
there. is a slight increase in value, 
although there was a decrease in fhe 
catches, the figures for this season being 
4,463 cwts., value £1,758, against 4,761

ewts., value £1,701, last year. At k; Na 
the figures were—-5,724 cwts. sal.

She was last seen alive 
on ‘luesday night, and her failure to put im 
an appearance, together with the fact that 
the light was still burning in her bedroom 
after nine o'clock yesterday morning, led to 
the neighbours informing the police constable 
on beat duty in the area. When he gained 
access to the house he found the body lying 
on the floor of the bedroom, ‘ully dressed 
with the exception of shoes. It is believed 
that heart failure was the caus- of death.

OLD WOMAN’S FATAL FALL. 

Mrs. Catherine Coen (80), a widow, of 
Ballymagibbon, Cong, Co. Mayo, who was 
on holidays at Salthill, Galway, has died 
at Galway Central Hospital as a result of a 
fall at Salthill, when she was knocked down 
by a push bicycle, ridden by Charles Horan, 
a clerical student, of Dalysfort road, Salthill. 
At the inquest a. companion of Mrs. Coen 
gave evidence that they were going for a 
walk when they heard the sound of a bicycle 
behind them. Mrs. Coen stepped hurriedly 
towards the middle of the road and ran into 
the bicycle. She’ was thrown and her skull 
factured. Charles Horan, in evidence, said 
that he was on his correct side of the road 
and going down hill when Mrs. Coen stepped 
in front of his bicycle, and he was thrown 
owing to the quick application of his brakes. 
The bicycle merely brushed Mrs. Coen's 
clothes, but when witness was falling his 
hand hit against Mrs. Coen, and he thought 
that was what caused her to fall. The jury 
found that death was accidental and that no 
blame attached to Mr. Horan. 


USE OF COURTHOUSE. 

‘Strictly speaking, the Sheriff is the only 
person who has sole control of courthouses in 
the county, and has the right to let them.

NURSING IN IRELAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—Your correspondent’s article on 
‘“‘ The Nurse and Conditions in Her Profes- 
sion’ contains some statements of tacts 
recognised by many thinking people. ‘That 
last paragraph—1..e., ' The alieged apathy of 
the nurses might be replaced it they realised 
the general public stood behind them '— 
gives tood for thought. May I po'nt out 
that nursing appeals to many women as a 
vocation—an opportunity of service—and no 
one would expect women of that stamp to 
adopt “trade union methods’’ even to 
secure better salaries—or pensions? 

It is generally admitted that pens:ons 
vught to be established for nurses, and that 


services rendered, but the community has 
full opportunities of setting that right now, 
and doing so freely and generously. 
Jubilee nurses have served the poor of 
this country in sickness and also taught the 
laws of health, etc., in many districts 
throughout Ireland for over 3 years. The 
patients are all most grateful, but they are 
poor and inarticulate. The Jubilee Institute 
is now buiding up a fund to pay small 
pensions to those devoted pioneers who have 
given their all, without stint, or even count- 
ing the cost to themselves. Yet it is exceed- 
ingly difficult—aye, seems weil-nigh impus- 
sible—to get the necessary £20,000. Every- 
body agrees that those pensions are due, 
thoroughly deserved, and honestly earner, 
and yet the members of the Committee are 
harassed in trying to find fresh entertain- 
ments to coax a few pounds from the public

ong. sow if pensions are to be paid to 


nurses in Ireland next year, when 
Enagiand begins paying pensions to her 
Jubilee nurses. What do the people of Ire- 
land say about it, and what are they pre- 
pared to give, to show that they mean what 
they say’?

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—With reference to the interesting 
article, ‘‘ The Nurse,” which appeared im 
your paper of 24th inst., | would be glad if 
you would allow me to make a few remarks. 

Smali wonder is it that the young women 
of education and brains are slow to enter the 
nursing profession under its present conkh- 
tions. A nurse who trains in this country 
has, as a rule, a very substantial fee to pajy, 
plus the expenses of uniform and other 
details; then during her training she has to 
work hard with both her hands and brain, 
having in her spare time to study for 
examinations. At the end of three or four 
years—according to the training school—she 
is a traimed nurse, ready to reap the reward 
of those hard years. What is that reward? 
Let us take one recent example. 

In the Kilkenny People of 24th inst.—the 
very day that yvur article appeared—there 
may be seen the report of a meeting of the 
Kilkenny County Board of Health. They are 
discussing the question of salary for a fully 
trained nurse, who also holds her midwitery 
certificate. They offered the salary of £55 
and £26 10s. ration allowance, and Dr. Clinch 
had actually suggested £75, plus the 1atioy 
allowance. The Board were properly horrified 
at the idea of paying such a salary to a nurse. 
“We are losing a lot of money over this,” 
cried one. And another thrifty soul added— 
“ We can get our ordinary midwives outside 
for £40. I think that £55 per year and 
£26 10s. is quite sufficient to offer, and that 
wo can obtain a competent nurse for that 
salary.” The resolution was passed unani- 
mously. 

So now we see what a nurse may expect to 
ea.t in this country after her years of train- 
ing. She is to feed and clothe herself, take 
her holidays, and put by for a rainy day— 
all out of the huge salary of £81 10s. per 
annum. One wonders which of those gallant

MORE MEN DISCHARGED

Owing to the hold-up of work caused by 
the strike of joiners in the Belfast shipyards, 
over six hundred skilled and unskilled men 
have been paid off by Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff, Lid. About one thousand joiners went 
on strike nineteen weeks ago, when the com- 
pany refused their demand for an imcrease of 
three shillings per week in their wages. Now 
over three thousand other workers are in- 
volved in the dispute. There is plenty of work 
available for the men if the jomers were not 
on strike. The firm have over 50,000 tons of 
shipping at the finishing wharfs at Belfast 
awaiting completion, and Messrs. Workman, 
Clark and Co. have three large carriers 
delayed by the strike. 

The prolongation of the dispute is proving 
unpopular with the other sections of work- 
men, particularly as the joimers are paid in

Thus there were three conflicting 
policies in regard to Palestine, and ever 
since the war His Majesty's Government 
in Great Britain has been trying in vain 
to reconcile them. The Arabs were forced 
to accept the twin kingdom of Iraq and 
Transjordania in lieu of the Greater 
Arabia which they had been promised ; 
the French took possession of Syria, and 
the British assumed control of Palestine, 
in order, inter alia, to fulfil their promise 
to the Jews. Not unnaturally, the Arab 
population of Palestine, who regard the 
country as their home, resent the immi- 
gration of large numbers of Jews; and 
the nomadic tribes, accustomied to graze 
their flocks at will throughout the land, 
find now that some of the most fertile 
have been ‘allotted to Jewish 
settlers. In the circumstances, a certain 
amount of bad blood was inevitable from 
the beginning. Anticipating trouble, the

Recent visitors to Albania agree that King 
Zogu has eschewed successfully the errors 
which beset monarchs of small countries. 
No suggestion of Ruritania characterises 
the new kingdom. Primus inter pares 
King Zogu governs his peasant subjects, 
and we are inclined to think that his 
rule, probably, is less onerous than that of 
the * ste dictators of to-day. Accord- 
ing to the Special Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, no thought of exalted 
matrimonial alliance clouds his vision. 
“I expect I look at marriage from a 
different point of view from you English,’’ 
says the simple king.

Territorial Recruitment. 


The recruitment of the Territorial Army 
is causing concern in certain quarters in 
England. It appears that the London 
divisions, in spite of the populousness. of 
their areas, are findimg great difficulty in 
maintaining their proper strength. No 
doubt, a degenerating age and the lure of 
the cinema and the dance hall keep the 
London youth away from the drill hall. 
Those who remember the great work done 
by*the London divisions, and particularly 
the 47th Division, during the war will 
regret this lack of spirit in the Cockaigne 
of to-day. The mere names Festubert, 
Loos, the Somme and Paaschendaele ought 
to be enough in themselves to rally: the 
youth of the metropolis to the old 
standards. Like Ennius, we deplore what 
seems to be the passing of a greater age. 
There are rumours to the effect that the 
Government, in consonance with the spirit 
of economy and disarmament that obtains 
to-day, proposes to reduce the number of 
Territorial divisions. If it should be that 
a low recruitment should include one or 
other of the London divisions in this 
excision, many thousands still alive would 
hang their heads in shame. Marshal 
Joffre, after the battle of Loos, numbered 
the 47th (London) Division among, the 
three best, and most trustworthy, units of 
the British Army. We hope profoundly 
that no situation will arise in which 
military patriotism will need to be tested. 
Nevertheless, a certain amount of caution

“The provisions of the Local Govern- 
ment Acts, 1925 and 1927, which up to 
this have not been in operation in Dublin 
City and County, will, with the passage 
of the new theasure, come into effect in 
these areas. This will result, amongst 
other things, in the abolition of the rural 
‘district councils in Dublin County and the 
formation of a County Board of Public 
Health... The: Local Government Acts, 
4925 and 1927, were not put into opera- 
tion in Dublin City and County pending 
the reforms now contemplated. The 
putting into operation of these measures 
will involve certain changes in the pro- 
cedure regulating roads and the intro- 
duction’ of the more up-to-date sanitary 
codes set out in the portions of these Acts 
which relate to public health.

TROOPS TO MOVE IN TWO 
' WEEKS TIME, 

From Revter’s CoRresPONDENT. 
THE HAGUE, Thursday Morning. 
An agreement has been reached between 
the three Rhineland Powers and Germany 
on political questions. The report of 
Mr. Henderson, Chairman of the Concilia- 
tion Commission, was adopted this morn- 

ing. Sh 

It has been agreed that the three 
occupying Powers shall begin the evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland next month, and 
that the Belgian and British troops shall 
be withdrawn completely within three 
months oí the date of which operations 
begin. 

The French troops will evacuate the 
second zone within the same time limit. 
Evacuation of the third zone will begin 
immediately after the ratification by the 
French and German Parliaments and the 
putting into operation of the Young plan, 
and the withdrawal will proceed. without 
interruption as rapidly as physical condi- 
tions permit. In any case, it will be 
completed within eight months, and not 
later than June 30. 

This agreement is, of course, dependent 
upon a financial settlement being reached 
with Germany, and the negotiations on 
this subject are being continued this 
afternoon, | 


MR. HENDERSON'S REPORT. 

Mr. Henderson, in his report to the 
Political Commission, asked thé. latter to 
recommend to the interested Powers the 
setting up of. committees. under the 
arbitration agreement concluded at 
Locarno in order to bring about a friendly 
and practical. settlement of any dispute 
which may arise between the Belgian and 
German Governments or the French and 
German Governments. 

If any such difficulty should arise it 
should be submitted either to a Belgo- 
German Conciliation Conimission or to a 
Franco-German Conciliation Commission. 
This agreement is subject to the reserva- 
tion that the power of the League Council 
and Assembly to make investigation under 
Article 213 of the Treaty of Versailles re- 
main intact. It is also subject to the 
understanding that each Power which 
signed the Treaty of Locarno retains the 
right to lav any difficulty at any time 


formity with Article 40 of the Treaty of 
ersallles. 


OBSTACLES OVERCOME. 

Mr. Henderson, pvesenting his report, 
said the question with which the Com- 
mission had to deal was of irameasurable 
inportanee to the reconciliation of the 
peoples of Europe and to the understand- 
ing between nations upon Which in the 
long run peace must depend. 

Continuing, he said: “ We are all 
anxious that evacuation of the Rhineland 
should be begun with the least possible 
delay, and that it should be carried 
through by methods which would make it 
as rapid as possible, and which would 
lead to the minimum of friction or. mis- 
understanding. 

““In seeking to make an agreement 
which should meet the various require- 
ments we have some serious obstacles to 
overcome, but we have overcome’ the 
difficulties and. we have reached solutions 
which, I believe. would give general satis- 
faction to all the Governments and all the 
peoples who are concerned. Fivacuation is 
to start forthwith. In two weeks from 
now the troops will be on the move.” 

Mr. Henderson then announced that 
Germany had waived her claims for 
damages in the occupied area, and de- 
scribed it as a wise decision. 


UNANIMOUS AGREEMENT. 

Unanimous agreement has also been 
reached .on questions arising out of the 
observance of Articles 42 and 43 of the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

He concluded: ‘‘ I believe we may hope 
that to-day we are taking decisions which 
will mean that from now the World War, 
with its divisions, with its hatred, and 
with the clashes of conflicting , interests 
which it left behind it, will soon be no 
more than an evil memory. 

‘The path is opening before us for the 
constructive work of building up the 
common welfare and prosperity of our 
peoples upon the firm foundation of stable 
and enduring peace.’’ 

M. Briand, in a short speech, paid a 
tribute to Mr..Henderson’s work in the 
Commission, and said that a great step 
had been taken on the path of peace. 

Dr. Stresemain thanked M. Briand for 
having given an. assurance that the 
Rhineland would be evacuated as speedily 
as possible, and expressed satisfaction 
that no special form of control had been 
arranged for the Rhineland.

‘The Times to-day, in a leading article on 
‘ Conciliation at The Hague,”’ says—The in- 
tense interest shown by the public in the 
Conference at The Hague has been concen-

In the excitement aroused by that grim and 
protracted ‘struggle the larger issues of 
Conciliation and Pacification have, perhaps, 
received rather less attention than they de- 
serve. But the results achieved by the Polli- 
tical Committee, over which Mr. Henderson 
lias presided with such notable tact and 
ability, have been no less remarkable even 
if the difficulties encountered have been less 
obyieus and the controversies less spectacu- 
lar. It has proved, perhaps, not altogether 
unfortunate that the’ acrimony of debate 
which from time to time was perceptible 
focussed itself upon the financia! discussions. 
It might even be argued that the calmer 
atmosphere in which the political questions 
were discussed owes something to this fact. 
Tt is, nevertheless, creditable to all con- 
cerned in the political negotiations at The 
Hague that, amid all the storms and stresses 
of the financial bargaining, diplomacy has 
kept a level keel, and yesterday the Political 
Committee reached complete agreement in the 
matter of the evacuation of the Rhineland. 


MARCHING HOMEWARD. 

Mr. Henderson was able to announce that 
within: a fortnight the first British soldiers 
will be marching homeward from Rhine ter- 
ritory, and that within three months the last 
ef them will have left it. The same time 
table is to be observed by the 
occupying troops of Belgium, and in regard 
to the second zone, the French troops will 
also have completed evacuation by the end 
of the year. In regard to the third, or 
southern zone, the understanding reached 
between France and Germany is that evacua- 
tion will begin immediately after the ratifica- 
Lion by the Parliaments of the two countries 
of the instrument. which will bring the 
Young Plan into force, and that the process 
of withdrawal will be continued without in- 
terruption and be completed not later than 
June SO*of next year. 

The evacuation of the second or central 
area of the Rhineland by the end of this 
year will not in itself constitute a diplomatic 
achievement, inasmuch as it is, in any case, 
dus by the terms of the Treaty of Versailles 
before January 10 of next year. But it is, 
nevertheless, in every way satisfactory that 
an occupation which began as a joint under- 
taking by the countries which had been 
victorious in the war being ended by 
common action on their part, that a co- 
ordinated time-table has been established, and 
that the prospect now is that it will be 
carried out without misunderstanding in 
orderly fashion and with a minimum ol 
friction. 

This happy which Mr. 
Henderson has wisely taken pains to pre- 
serve, is in itself a convincing disproof of the 
allegation recently made, not only in the 
foreign Press, but also in certain circles in 
this country, that Mr. Snowden’s energetic 
policy has been responsible for breaking up 
the entente with France.

DIVIDED RESPONSIBILITY.

DETAILS OF THE PAYMENTS. 

The financial settlement between Germany 
and Great Britain and the other Powers pro- 
vides that. Germany will pay into a special 
fund the sum of 30,000, marks; France, 
21,000,000 marks; Great Britain, 7,200,000 
marks; Belgium, 1,800,000 marks—or a total 
of 60,000,000 marks. 

This fund will be used for meeting the cost 
of evacuating the armies of occupation. If 
the expenses .of the evacuation amount to 
more than 60,000,000 marks they will be 
borne by the four Powers. If they are less, 
the latter will benefit. 

It is thus to their interest to evacuate 
their troops as speedily as possible. Germany 
has renounced her claim to a share of the 
5,000,000 marks Dawes plan surplus. ‘She 
has also waived her ds to compensation 
for damage done in the occupied area by 
Allied troops, and for damage done after 
September Ist, on the basis of a '“ wear 
and tear ” clause. 

DELIVERIES IN KIND. 

She will continue to pay roughly 3,000,000 
marks a month for the expense of the 
administrative staff of the occupying Powers, 
but this sum will decrease automatically as 
ihe evacuation proceeds. 

In regard to deliveries in kind, the right 
to re-export such deliveries in kind is 
entirely cancelled. Germany will reduce her 
export of reparations coal to Jtaly in the 
first year by 14 million tons, Great Britain 
will thus benefit to the extent of one 
million tons annually.

STATEMENT BY COLONIAL

The following statement on the 
Palestine situation was issued from the 
Colonial Office last night :— 

As regards the general situation it is 
reported that yesterday and last night 
were. quiet practically throughout 
Palestine, and that the presence of the 
troops has produced a steadying effect on 
the rioters. 

The large-scale disorders now appear to 
have been checked, and, unless conditions 
should be changed by circumstances not 
at present foreseen, the grave situation 
of the previous five days may be regarded 
as under control. , 

About midday on the 27th of August 
an excited crowd of Moslems assembled 
in the Haram area in Jerusalem and 
demanded arms from the Grand Mufti. 
An immediate menace was avoided by the 
officer administering the Government re- 
celving a deputation and giving them a 
formal assurance that the Government 
had not armed the Jews. 

In consequence of this assurance the 
situation in Jerusalem on the morning of 
the 28th of August was much easier. 


HIGH COMMISSIONER'S

HOW JEWS ESCAPED THE 
MASSACRE. 


From Reoter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
JERUSALEM, Thursday. 

The most horrible stories of murder, rape 
and mutilation have just been received from 
the refugees who have arrived from Hebron, 
says the Jewish ‘Telegraphic Agency. It 
would be difficult to match such stories of 
horror anywhere else in modern times. 

The stories are well-authenticated,. as 
different people give identical details of: the 
same event; indeed, the victims in hospital 
are the very best evidence of the ghastly 
nature of the attack which has reduced the 
Jewish population of Hebron by one-quarter 
and has wounded and muotilated another 
quarter. Physicians, who are hardened to 
the sight of wounds, say that they have 
seldom ever seen more gruesome sights. 


OFFICER'S NARROW ESCAPE. 

A young§Jewish boy who ran to the police 
and asked for help was killed right in front 
of the police. An English officer who had 
caught sight of the bov's murderer whipped 
out his revolver and shot him dead. 

The Arab hooligans who had been looking 
on at once seized held of the officer, and. 
had the police not at once charged the Arabs, 
he. would have been killed. 

Jews smeared themselves with the blood 
of their wounded friends as one of the onlv 
ways of savink themiselyes"from the mumiúea!

The only other alternative was to hide in 
Arab houses. One Arab woman hid thirty

AMERICAN’S STORY. 

On the morning of the “bloody Sabbath.” 
an American student of the Jewish College i 
Hebron said: ** I barricaded my house, seeing 
that the Arabs meant mischief. 1 called to an 
English officer from the balcony, and he at 
once dispersed the crowd. I then asked if I 
might be given protection. The officer then 
put an Arab policeman at my disposal, No 
had the officer turned his back than 
the Arab policeman ran away. The Arabs 
then made an attack upon my house, and I 
was terribly treated. 

“My friend Krasner, with whom I have 
been studying the Talmud, had his body cut 
from the throat downwards. He died eight 
hours afterwards. I only escaped because I 
was taken for dead. When the police arrived 
I asked for niedical help, but I received it 
only after five honrs. 


ARAB CHILDREN AS HOSTAGES. 

Bringing their little children with thei, 
the simple felaheen of the villages near the 
Jewish Labour Settlement of Kiryath Anavim 
came to the Jews this morning and offered 
them their children as hostages of peace. 

The Jewish colonists were deeply affecter 
by this sign of friendliness, says the Jewish 
Telegraph Agency, and it has done much to 
cool the heated passions aroused by the te: 
rible atrocities committed by Arabs in other 
parts of the country. 

Dr. Korkidi, one of the highly respected 
surgeons of Jerusalem, was operating upon 
a patient in the hospital-ef Misgab Ladach, 
in the “old city ”’ Jerusalem, when a 
shot rang out, and he fell.

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TRAVELLERS’ HISTORY 
OF HORRORS. 


MASSACRE, BURNING 
LOOTING.

CAIRO, Thursday. 

Travellers arriving here from Falestine give 
graphic descriptions of the recent occurretces 
in Palestine. 

One man says that when he reached Gaza 
early on Saturday morning he heard that 
serious tighting had occurred on the previous 
day-in Jevusalem.

The mob, consisting of from 4,000 to 4,000 
persons, then proceeded to the Jewish quarters 
of the Market place, where they were, how- 
ever. restrained by the almost unaided efforts 
of Mr. Caffa rata.

"In one house alone nineteen bodies were 
found. In some cases bodies were hanging 
from windows, and in others tkey had been 
merciless!y thrown into the streets. 

‘In practically every instance death was 
caused by swords or knives, the bodies being 
hadly cut: and knocked about. 

i Evert--Young children of two and three 
years Of age, many of them girls, did not 
escape the savagery of the mob. 

The killed and wounded at Hebron included 
a pumber of American Jews attending a 
school, where they were being prepared to 
become rabbis. Twenty-nine of these 
American students were among the survivors, 

A search was also made for all Arabs in 
possession of loot or arms, or who had blood. 
, steined- clothing. In al] 150 were rounded 
up, including fourteen who were discovered 
in one house full of loot. The owner of the 
house was a notoriously bad character. 


PHLEGMATIC ARAB OFFICIAL. 

A curious feature of the Hebron. massacre 
was that during the whole trouble not a 
single telephone or telegraph wire was cut, 
and the Arab operators stuck te their posts. 

Une of them pointed out to his chiefs that 
it was Saturday afternoon, and naively asked 
if he could close the offige. 

Achalí an hour later he telephoned report- 
ing that he feared danger, as fighting was 
going on outside the office. He was advised 
to shat--the door, which he did, aid then 
carried on. 

The next morning he applied for the return 
of his Jewish assistants to help nim with 
the sorting, but his request was refused. 

On nie oll there was another Arab demon- 
stration at Gaza. The mob attacked a 
Jewish hotel where seventeen Jews were 
taking refuge. The police were obhged to 
fire on the demonstrators, two of whom were 
killed, and three or four wounded. The Jews 
were then evacuated to Ramleh and quiet 
was restored, 

TROOPS ON THE SCENE. 

Gn--the same day the Zionist Executive 
-Memmittee- of Jerusalem dispatched motor 
*buses, escorted by armoured cars, and 
evacuated seventy wounded Jews from 
Hebron to Jerusalem. 

On Monday 300 more Jews were evacuated 
from Hebron, and the remainder on Tuesday, 
when a platoon of South Wales Borderers 
from Cairo, with Lewis guns, was garrisoned 
in. the town, thereby enabling the police to 
rush out inté surfounding localities to deal 
with wandering bands. : 

Mention. should bé made of the fact that 
thtre were’ cases at Hebron, as elsewhere, 
where Arab neighbours saved Jews from the 
fury of the mobs. 

Seven Jews were thus protected in a village 
half-way between Hebron and Jerusalem. 
Suhsequently they were evacuated safely to 
Jernsalem. In another case two fellow- 
workers saved the Jewish driver of a steam- 
roller, and the rather singular spectacle was 
wit of Arab rvad-menders diligently

‘SUNDAY IN JERUSALEM.

There is a great loss of livestock, and 
it is feared that there is a loss of three 
hundred lives. 

Reports from Atteck state that already 
villages on th, banks of the Indus and 
Kabul rivers have been. washed away, 
with, it is feared, a great loss of life, 

A similar fate has happened ta many 
villages in the Nowshera district, and 
road commanications between Rawalpindi, 
Peshawar and Murree Kashmere are im- 
possible owing to submerged roads, land- 
slides and breaches in the banks. 


ENGINEERS CONFER. 

An emergency meating of the irrigation 
engineers here ay announces that the 
effect of the new. Attock floods in the 
direction of Sind cannot be estimated on 
the present. data, but they state that the 
danger seems much greater than in regard 
to the recent Shyok floods, 

-The Punjab Government advises the 
district to prepare for an unprecedented 
flood. 

It seems that the record Attock flood, 
comifg’ down on top of the rising and 
already swollen river, may cause an un- 
@recedented inundation if the waters are 


not dispersed before reaching Sind.

It is learned from Hyderabad that the 
breach at Korshah, on the Upper Sind 
frontiers, has submerged a vast area.

DAMAGE TO CANAL SYSTEM.

SIMLA, Thursday. 

The Puniab Government declares that 
the Indus. Jhelum andChenab have been 
affected by the flood which is now gravely 
endangering the canal system. The flood 
at the Mangla headworks, in the Upper 
Jhelum, is ten feet above last year’s 
serious flood. Similarly the flood at the 
Khanki headworks, on the lower Chen*b 
Canal, is higher than last year’s “record 
flood, and there is a risk of serious damage 
to the headworks of the canal system. 

It is feared that there will be comsider- 
able less of life and damage to property, 
ete.. in the river areas, particular anxiety 
being felt for the districts of Muzaf, Far- 
garh and Deraghazi Khan, where ihe 
embankments have already been damaged 
by the recent flood. 

“Warnings were given to all the districts 
concerned in good time, and all steps 
were taken to warn those who were 
threatened, and to watch over and 
strengthen the protective works.

PHCENIX PARK MURDERS 
RECALLED. 


By the issue of a statutory order by: Mr. 
Jantes vitsueraid-menuey, tae free State 
Minister for Justice, closing Kilmainham 
Prison the existence of one of the most historic 
prisons in Ireland has been terminated. 

For some time past the jail had been un, 
used, and such an order making the closin 
definite was daily expected. The 
reasons for the action are that it is desirable 
for the purposes of economy and efficiency in 
the administration of the prisons system in the 
Free State to reduce the number of prisons, . 
and that sufficient prison accommodation is 
available elsewhere. A similar order has 
been made in relation to Kilkenny Prison, 
which, along with Kilmainham, has been for 
some years unoccupied. The reduction in the 
number of existing prisons which, if not 
operative, were costly, because of establish- 
ment charges, has been brought about princi- 
pally because of the expense in maintaining 
separate institutions throughout the country 
and because of the steady fajJ in the prison 
population in the country. 


FEWER PRISONERS. 

This latter fact is borne out by a statement 
made some time ago to an /rish Times re- 
SENT “MS EN that “in 1914 the average num- 

in prison in the present Free State area 
was 1,350. To-day it is not much more than 
half that figure.” The latest available returns 
give the population of these prisons as 
approximately 650. There has been a very 
marked decrease in the prison ulation for 
om past, as will be seen trans the following

The centralisation of services, it is well 
known, has been considered for some time 
past subsequent to a reference to expense in 
the Dail. With the abolition of these two 
prisons the remaining institutions for de- 
tention of adult persons in the Free State 
are :—Cork, Maryborough, Limerick, Sligo, 
Galway, Waterford and Mountjoy. 

The ancient walls of Kilmainham Prison 
shall no more resound with the steady march 
and tramp of prisoners as in the days of 
long ago, when some of the most famous 
vharacters in Irish criminal history were con- 
fined there. It is a grey, gaunt building, laid 
out in a fashion to enable discipline to be 
easily enforced in normal aceful times. 
The largest staff ever maintained there was 
twenty warders, two chief warders, a 
governor, medical officer, and two ‘chaplains. 
So ‘popular’ was it with criminals that it 
was named “ Kilmainham hotel,” and in the 
days of the Land League Charles Stewart 
Parnell was confined there along with William 
O'Brien and others. The inmates then ‘‘lived 
like lords,’’ for the ordinary convicte were 
removed from the building to make room for 
the superior type of prisoner associated with 
the land trouble in this coantry. The great 
hall where the prisoners used to toil, making 
boots, mate, etc., was converted for the 
comfort of the new arrivals into a dining- 
room, spotlessly clean, and instead of the 
usual heavy sighs of a penitent existence was 
heard the merry laughter of the Land 
Leaguers. These were allowed all the facilities 
of an ordinary hotel, prison discipline not 
being rigidly enforsed, and prisoners had 
only to remember that they were “ confined 
to barracks.” 


THE PHOENIX PARK MURDERS. 


Mention of Kilmainham, of course, recalls 
the Phenix Park murders in 1882, which 
were reckoned as the most cruel crimes in the 
history of Ireland. It was behind the small 
entrance gate of the jail, over which 
there are liar designs cut in the stone- 
work of ve scorpions knotted round one 
another, that. the “ Invincibles,”’ as the 
murderers called themselves, were confined 
after their capture, and ‘subsequently paid the 
penalty for their atrocious crimes on the 
scaffold, which to this day stands in the 
prison, and is only slightly decayed with the 
me of time, The five men executed lie 

neath the flagstones in a nameless grave. 
On the morning of the executions the scene 
at the jail was one remembered for many 
years. A huge concourse of people occupied 
every available inch of space of ground 
around the grey walls of the prison. The 
bridge and the sloping banks of the orchard 
close by were looked upon as excellent 
vantage points to witness the last act of this 
piquant drama. In the civil war many in- 
ternees were confined there for periods, and 
some went to the execution scaffold, but the 
story, a inful one, has been told many 
times or the actual happenings are too recent 
for repetition. 

VERY HIGH WALLS. 

The jail, which takes its name from the 
township, is sugrounded by a very sub- 
stantial] wall of Irish limestone, built higher 
than is generally to be found enclosing Irish 
prisons. Tte more modern portion of the 
spacious buildings was built about sixty 
years ago. Originally, Kilmainham was the 
County Dublin jail, and was for both males 
and females. It was utilised for the recep- 
tion of untried prisoners from the County and 
City of Dublin; for sentenced prisoners from 
County of Dublin, and also for convicted and 
remanded prisoners from a number of neigh- 
bouring counties. 


FUTURE USE. 


No definite decision has been arrived at 
as to what use will be made of the buildings. 
On inquiry at the offices of the Ministry of 
Justice an Trish Times representative 
ascertained the interesting information that 
if the buildings are not utilised for State 
service they will, twelve menths after the 
issue of the order, revert to the local 
authority, which would be the City Com- 
missioners of the Borough of Dublin in the 
case Of Kilmainham, and the Kilkenny 
County Council in the case of Kilkenny 
Prison. 

Asked whether there was any intention to 
use the prisons for State service, an official 
said that they might be used temporarily as 
military barracks or as broadcasting stations. 
St. Mary’s Female Prison in Cork, for 
instance, was now being used by the Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs for a broad- 
casting station. 

The Board of Works and the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce had been asked if 
they could use the prisons, but so far nothing 
has been settled upon. It may be taken, 
however, that some public use will be made 
of the premises within the next twelve 
months.

30,000 MILES IN ONE 
VOYAGE,

To the average landsman the tramp steamcr 
seems almost a fascinating creation of 
fiction. He is willing te believe that such 
vessels actually exist, but has a vague idea 
that they are only to be found plying their 
romantic trade somewhere on the other side 
of the world. It will surprise many such 
pas to learn that a typical tramp has been 
ying for some days within one mile of O’Con- 
nell Bridge, down in that terra incognito 
which most citizens only penetrate in taxi 
cahs on their way to the cross-Channel 
steamers. 

Her name is the Wearpool, of West Hartle- 
pool. and she belongs to the firm of Ropner 
Biothers, owners of a famous fleet of tramp 
steamers The Wearpool has been almost 
eight months on her present voyage, and will] 
return te her home port on the Tyne at the 
week-end. Her crew are thankful that this 
voyage has been so short, for tramps are 
away for a indefinite period, often as long 
as two years. 

In the last few months the Wearpool has 
touched at American, Chinese and Japanese 
as. has twice crossed the Atlantic and 
acifie Oceans and the Carbbean and China 
seas. The vocabulary of her seamen has 
enriched considerably by “' pidgin ”’ 
Evgiish and American slang. Her crew have 
sampled Japanese saké, Chinese samshow 
and American ‘‘ hootch,” and paid for their 
drinks in yen, and Chinese, American and 
Canadian dollars. They have travelled in 
rickshaws, sampans and jitneys, and wan- 
dered through the odorous alleys of ancient 
China and the hustiing streets of modern 
America. 


FROM TYNESIDE AND ELSEWHERE. 

Most of her crew are Tyne-siders or 
' Geordies,’’ as they are known jn'sea-faring 
circles. but an Jrish Times representative 
discovered that the cook was a Swede and 
the bos’un an Esthonian, and saw an un- 
deniable Arab emerge from the stokehold. 
Tell-tale signs of the length of her voyagr 
were not wanting—the experienced eye could 
pick out the boots made in Shanghai, the 
American dungarees, with heir copper 
rivettéd pockets, and the blue American work- 
ing shirt. The third mate, while describing 
the voyage, nonchalantly rolled cigarettes 
with tobacco bought in Portland, Oregon, and 
thin cigarette papers from Japan. 

The Wearpool sailed from South Shields 
last January. but broke down about 250 miles 
west of Land's End. She returned to Barry 
Dock, in South Wales, for engine-room re- 
pairs, and left again four days later. The 
Wearpool was only in ballast, and the At- 
lantic in winter for a “light” ship is an 
unpleasant experience. Encountering heavy 
weather at the start, she rolled, pitc and 
wallowed her way across, with everything 
movable sliding and bumping from side to 
side. A wet blanket under the tablecloth on 
the cabin table and “' fiddlés "’ had to be em- 
ployed te prevent the plates from flying off 
 Fiddies’” are boards about three inches in 
height which divide up the table into coni- 
partments about eighteen inches square. Cou- 
tinually shipping “green water,” life-lines 
were rigged along the decks, to which the 
deck hands clung whenever » heavy sea came 
aboard, thankful to escape with nothing worse 
than another soaking. 

As they got South the weather moderated, 
until yellow weed on the surface of the water 
showed them in the Gulf Strea.n. Shoals of 
flying fish skimmed away in terror, and scores 
of shimmering many-coloured ' Portuguese 
men o' war ”, dotted the surface of the sea. 
The Panama Canal, with its mighty con- 
crete locks, Pedro Miguel, liraflores 
and the rest, formed the next stage 
of their en: West Indian negroes 
manipulate the hawsers as she was 
towed through the locks, while the American 
soldiers who garrison the canal zone lounged 
on the green lawns, watching them pass.

DR ECKENER NOT TO

The Graf Zeppelin brought her voyage 
round the world to a trium t conclu- 
sion this morning when at 8.13 she came 
to rest at the air port here. i 

The airship, her silver form glistening 
in. the light of the morning sun, made a 
beautiful picture over the Hudson River, 
when she finished her flight over New 
York City and turned to resume her 
journey to Lakehurst. The vessel was 
accompanied by the usual flock of 
aeroplanes, and was greeted by tMbusands 
of early risers in the metropolis with 
cheers. i 

When the Zeppelin arrived at Lakehurst 
she drifted slowly over the edge of the 
Naval Reservation and pointed her nose 
towards the mooring Four hundred 
and fifty sailors and marines, who had 
been awaiting her for the previous two 
hours, eagerly seized her landing ropes 
when they were dropped, and it was 
soon. possible for the passengers to dis- 
embark. The weather was ideal for 
berthing the vessel, and she was ‘soon 
safely ensconsed im the hanger. 

SPEECHES BROA ‘ 

Immediately after landing, Dr. Eckener, 
the German Charge d’ Affaires at Washing- 
ton, Lady Drummond Hay, Lieutenant 
Richard Sheridan, United States Navy 
(assistant navigator of the airship), and 
others broadcast brief speeches from a 
microphone at the hangar. Dr. Eckener 
said that he was very glad“ to be able to. 
use his poor English in expressing grati- 
tude for the magnificent reception given 
to them by America. He stated that but 
for the co-operation of the navies of the 
United States and Japan the flight would 
not have been possible, 

Dr. Eckener and the Chargé d’ A ffatres 
also spoke in German. The broadcast was 
picked up and relayed from Daventry, and 
was very clearly heard in Dublin. It was 
1.25 p.m. in Dublin when the announce- 
ment was made that the landing had beep 
successfully accomplished. bien 

A means was read from the President 
of the United States, welcoming Dr. 
Eckener and congratulating him upon his 
achievement. ‘It has been a great 


adventure,” ‘the message concluded, “ and | 


marks another stage in the progress of 
aviation.” 
TWO NEW “ RECORDS.” 

Two “records” are claimed by the 
Zeppelin: firstly, that she is the first air- 
ship ever to complete a “round the 
world ” flight and that she has taken 
passengers on the fastest world-circling 
trip ever accomplished. Her time— 
twenty-one days seven hours thirty-iour 
minutes—surpasses by two days seven 
hours forty-seven minutes the “ record ”’ 
established last year by the two Americans, 
J. H. Mears and €. B. D. Collyer. Her 
actual flying time was eleven days twenty- 
three hours thirty-three minutes. 

She is expected to leave for Germany 


on Sunday. 


The Graf Zeppelin has flown some 
16,000 miles odd since she left Friedrich- 
shafen on August 15. Her first stop was 
at Tokyo, some 7,500 miles, which she 
reached on the 19th and left on the 22nd. 
The next halt was at Los Angeles, an 
ocean flight of 6,000 miles, completed on 
August 26. The same day the airship 
left for New York, another 2,500 miles. 

The official time for the Zeppelin’s 
flight to-and from the Statue of Liberty 
is given as twenty-one days five hours 
thirty-five minutes. ' 

Dr. Eckener said in an interview that 
no special difficulties had been en- 
countered on the trip, and the journey 
had deen completed without mishap or 
misadventure. The exciting adventure at 
Los Angeles, when the Zeppelin narrowly 
missed the high tension electric wires, 
was entirely his own fault and due to a 
miscalculation of air temperature. It 
could not be termed a mishap, and the 
ie aa actually missed the wires by ten 
eet. 

DISCORDANCE ON BOARD. 

The trip was enlivened for some of the 
passengers by jazz music, played on a 
phonograph by Mr. William Leeds, the 
son of the ‘‘ Tinplate King” and the 
husband of Princess Xenia of Greece. 
Some of the more classically-minded pas- 
sengers, however, are reported to have 
objected strongly to the noise, on- the 
ground that it kept them awake at night. 

Dr. G. Megias, the physician to the 
King of Spain, is said to have sent a 
message twice a day to the Kiny, ‘‘ whe 
is most enthusiastic. about the Zeppelin 
flight.”’ 

Dr. Eckener announced that he wil! not 
return to Friedrichshafen on board the 
Graf Zeppelin, but will spend twelve days 
in the United States, and will visit Wash- 
ington before returning to Germany. 

The airship probably will sail on Satur- 
day under the command of Captain Ernst 
Lehmann. '

LIGHT INTENSITY. 

In conjunction with summer rainfall, loi: 
intensity also has great influence on th 
internal condition of the tree, and together 
these factors govern its fruitfulress. 

Tree-growing in a soil abundantly supplied 
with summer moisture and with a median 
light are more likely to have a greater mm 
activity in absorbing nitrogenous substance 
and to manufacture relatively less amounts of 
earbohydrates. Trees, especially those grow. 
ing in the West, are more likely to respond 
to such manures as potash, which helps th. 
plant in some dnenplainnd way to make th 
most effective use of sunlight. than to drew 
ings of nitrogenous manures alone. 

A correct balance hetween the amounts é 
carbohydrates and nitrogenous substances 3 
an essential condition as to fruitfulness é 
the tree, and the management of orchard imhi 
resolves itself into an adjustment by pruning 
manuring or cover cropping of the inf

Collins worked in his 
father’s mill, which adjoined the bakery 
establishment of Mrs. O'Connell, the woman 
who was robbed. 

Mrs. O'Connell, answering Superintendent 
Murphy, said that she had 212 ten-stone 
sacks of flour up to July 25. — On subse- 
quent dates she found several bags had dis- 
a , and she communicated with the 
authorities. She accompanied the Guards to 
Inchaquire, where she saw flour similar to 
the kind she stocked. ) 

Henry Murphy, an employé of Collins's 
father, said that no flour came to the mill 
in July—only Indian meal. After July. he 
delivered flour! and meal to Dolan, Bally- 
more. He did not know where the flour 
came from. On August 8 he took four sacks 
of flour to Hughes, of Inchaquire, and on 
the 13th delivered twelve sacks. . On. the 
14th he saw two and a half sacks in the . 
mill. On that daté he had a conversation: 
with the aceused and told him the Guards 
had been inquiring, whereupon the- accused 
told him to sav he delivered only ten stone 
to Dolan. ; 

lsaac Dolan deposed to an arrangement 
with Collins to take flour from him. 

Mr. Hughes also deposed to obtaining 
supplies from the accused at 39s. per sack. 
vidence was given by the ma rs 
two Dublin firms that they sold no flour to 

accused. 

Peter Hogan, an employé of the mill, stated 
that he never saw an oil engine there. 

Edward Walsh deposed that, prior to the 
arrest of Collins, he demanded production 
of invoices for the flour, but the latter failed 
to. —_ them. 

hen arrested, Collins remarked: “ Is the 
game up?” When asked about the oil 
engine, accused said he bought it in 1922. 
The bombs found, he said, were charged 
with “ war flour.” The flour alleged to be 
stolen was bought by him, and he never 
heard of flour missing from Mrs. O’Connell's. 

Superintendent Murphy — that he 
saw-the contents of the bombs. and found 
they were charged with “Irish cheddar.” 
He knew it was “Irish cheddar” because 
at one time he made it himself. 

Further evidence having been 
accused was returned for trial in cust 
Naas Circuit Court in December.

The five Italian high speed pilots who 
are to represent Italy in the Schneider 
Trophy contest arrived in London yester- 
day via Folkestone and Boulogne. They 
are Colonel Bernasconi, Lieutenant Monti, 
Lieutenant Cadringher, Warrant Officer 
Dalmolin, and Sergeant-Major Agello.
